Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative discussed the rejected claims and cited 
prior art. The representative argued that Collins, paragraph 0030 as cited by the Examiner, does not teach or suggest 
limitations of claim 50 as the claim required "a NEW property as part of the logical expression". The reprsentative 
proposed to incorporate claim 50 into claim 47 to clarify the claimed invention. Examiner suggested that the term "new 
property" be elaborated to further defined the limitation. For example, a new property is a property that is not already in 
a list to be selected, a "property" refers to a characteristic of a storage resource, a storage resource may be 
characterized as being fast, slow, mountable on production, used for test, or Tuesday only etc. . . Further, the 
representative indicated that the cited portion (col. 7, lines 20-26) of Gelb does not teach limitation of claim 65. The 
Examiner pointed to col. 17, lines 15-21 for the teaching of DASD spindle. The representative contended that Gelb 
only teaches a single spindle where as the claim required MULTIPLE disk spindles as having more than one disk 
spindles could release bottlenecks. 

Applicant's representative further discuss how proposed amended claims overcome the prior art of record. Examiner 
thought that the proposed amended claims appear to overcome the cited prior art. However, the amendment would 
likely raise new issues that would required further consideration and/or search. The Examiner agreed that if new prior 
arts were to be applied to reject the proposed amended claims, the next action would be a Non-Final action. All in all, 
the interview was productive in advancing the prosecution. 
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
